And what 
Moral Honefty has joyad together, who fhall Pre- 
fume to put Afunder ? 

Q. Sirs, Pray inform me to the beft of your know- 
ledge, whether a Fetus that dics at the Expiration of 
eight Months is fenfible of a Future State, 

A. Since a Fetus is before thar time Inform’d, 
with an Human Soul; chat Immediate to it’s Ex- 
piration it is fenfible of a Furure State is what 
cannot be Denied by Any, bur fuch as Dilallow of 
(Qh! rhat there were None, who either by Mi- 
ftake, or Prejudice, wou’d Maintain fo Dangerous 
a Doctrine) the Natural Immortality of the Soul. 

Q. Does it not feem Probable, shat Ovid had fome 
Notion of the Scripture, when he {peaks of Deucali- 
on’s Flood, which fees to Allude to the Flood in Noah's 
Time: And Agamemnon’s going to Sacrifice bis 
Daughter, had not Diana dnterven'’d, feem to Allude 
to Abraham's facrificing bis Son Vaac, Had not the 
Angel happily prevented st ? 

A, That the Heathens In and Before Ovid's time, 
borrow'd many things from thole Oracles of Truth, 
their Writings and Ufages manifeftly declare, As 
God in Deuteronomy is call'd a Confuming Fire. fo 
Huetius is of opinion, that this memorable Paflage 
pave occafion wo the Perfian Idolatry of Adoring 
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Fire. The Lawgivers of the Gentile World Evi- 
denc'd their Admiration of Mofes’s Infticucion, by 
a Tranfcription of feveral of his Laws ; as may be 
plainly gather'd from the old Attick Laws, and the 
Twelve Tables of Rome. 

As for the Heathen Mythology, which ow’d its 
Settlement to the Ancient Greek Poets, a Late 
Learned Prelate is of Opinion, that it was not 
borrow’d from the Scriprures, bue Deriv’d from 
Traditionary Accounts of thofe Occurrences, of 
which Mo/es gives us an Hiftorical Relation. 

But if it be enquird, as it Pertinently may, how 
came their Mythological Accounts, if Deriv’d from 
the Fountain-head, to Differ in fo great a Variety 
of Circumftances from the Hiftory of Mo/es, ro the 
Enquiry we fubjoyn the fubfequent Particulars, 
which are more Largely handled by the foremen- 
tion’d Author. 

1. Wecannot but be fenfible of the very great 
Uncertainty confequent to Tradition, fince we of- 
ten experience, that even a Modern Tradition does 
frequently reprefent Occurrences under a ftrange 
Diverfiry of Material Circumftances, 

2. The Confufion of Tongues at the Tower of 
Babel made Tradition to become more Uncertain 
and Precarious. 

3. The Equivocal Words, fo familiar to the Ori- 
ental Languages, might ftill add to the Uncertain- 
ty of their Diffonant Accounts. 

4. Upon the increafe of Idolatry in the World 
they might accommodate their Accounts to their 
Superftitious Oblervances, 

s. What New Traditions they might meet with 
in their Travels into other Countries, they might 
Blend and Mingle with the Old. 

6. The Greek Poets might Purpolely make confi- 
derable Alterations, to Difguife and Cover the Tra- 
dition, that they might without Difcovery of the 
Cheat accommodate the Story to their Own Coun- 
try. 
7 As for the Diverfiry of Names ; in That (as 
Bochartus obferves ) they applied the Method of the 
Oriental Tongues to the Idiom of the Greeks. 
Whence their Broper Names, as deriv'd from Apel- 
latives, have the {ame Signification in the Greek, as 
have the Scripture-namesin other Languages. 

The Learned Prelate, taken notice of above, 
yhinks, that Noal's Flood and That of Denealion’s 
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avethe very fame. And that, fince Dewealicx was the 
moft Ancient King of Theffaly,the The/fa/ians there- 
fore appropriated to Hjm the Ancient Tradition of 
Noal’s Flood. But fince Deucalion’s Figod ts fo Re- 
matkable an 4ra uf Ancient Hiftory ; fince bob 
Profane Authors. and the-Chriftian Fathers are fo 
Particular in the Story, we think our felves Ex- 
eufeable, tho’ we Diffent from fo Great a Man. 

Whoever Reads Apo. lorus’s, as wellas Ovid's, 
Defcriprion of Deuc alsar ‘s Flood, he cannot choofe 
bur fee various Applications from the Genera! to 
the Partial Deluge. Which Latter, according to 
an Ancient Author, was 884 Years Afcer the For- 
mer. Bur as fome carry the Epocha lower cywn, 
{o Others Remove it Higher. 

Whar you fay of Iphigenia may perhaps be 4 no 
fimoprobable Conjecture. But fince Agamemnon and 
Zeohtha are {uppos'd Contemporaries, fome Learn- 
ed Men are of Opinion, that the Story is Desiy'd 
from thence. 

Q. Gentlemen, There are feveral Paradoxes in 
Gordon’s Geographical Grammar, to which, If you 
woud give the World a Key, I believe, it woud be 
very Acceptable ; but if you pleafe, in this particular 
There is a certain Ifland in the FEgean Ses, upon 
which, if ewo Children were brought forth at the fam: 
inftunt of time, and living together for feveral Tears, 
fhould both expire on the fame day, yea, at the fame 
hour and minure of that day, yet the Life of one wou'd 
furpafs the Life of the Other by divers Months.

Q. OW long did Adam continue in Paradife P 

A, {he time can no way be affign’d, 

fince the Scriptures are wholySilent in the 

matrer.

}he fame Author likewjre Interprets it of Syene a City on 
the Confines of etizype and ethiopia, under the Tropick 
Cancer, on which Place the Sun is thought to caft his Beams 
at Noon in fuch a Retilinear manner that in an Exceeding 
Deep Well (Dug by tome Vhilofophers tor that purpole ) 
there was no Shade. 

Orhiers Solve dt by a Den in Sicily, where Profertine was ta- 
ken away by Pluto. 

Others by Ayax’s Shield, on which the Figure of Heaven 
was Reprefented in the {pace of 3 Fils 





Others of a Well from the Bottom whereof fuch a {pace 
only of Firmament could be feen. 

The Latter is folved by Cerdanus of the Silver Coyn, which 
Bore on one fide the Effigies Augufius with thete Words, 
AUGUSTUS CESAR; on the other fide was Repre. 
fented a Flower with this Eleium, LUCILIUS AQUILIUS 
Flores Trium Vir. 

But the moit Authenrick Interpretation is by the Hiachinth

Q. May not the glorious Paffion of Martyrs be attributed to 4 
principle of Honour, and often to am Hypochondrick humour or Meq 
lancholy ? 

A. \f you mean fuch a principle of Honour, as Obliges us 
to account it the glery ot a Manto lay downhis Life rather 
than Offend his Maker, to fubmit to the fevereft Execution, 
rather than deny the Lora that Bought him, we readily allow 
of fuch a caule as thi, which cannot but remder it’s Effect, 
what you (whether defignedly or no) very juftly Scyle ir, 
the Glorious Paffion of Martyrs. But if you mean Vain-Glo- 
ry, or Popujar Applaufe, you may confider, how Early they 
were ready to fubmit to Martyrdom, while Chiftianicty had 
but few Proteflors, while it was Treated with Ignominy asd 
Contempt, while Chriftians were a Seét, that was every where, 
and almoft by every one {poken again{t. And of their great, 
their Exemplary Humility, we have a Remarkable Inftance in 
the Confeflorsot Lyons in Gaul, towards the Latter End of the 
Second Century. Ne:ther can we think, that by retifting un- 
to Blood they fought their own Glory, when we confider 
how ftrictly they were Taught to do all ro the Praife and 
Glory of God. Not, but that, as we are all Subject to Infir- 
micies, 10 12 jome ot the Martyrs, when Chriftianicy had {pred 
beyond the Roman Empire, too great a Mealure of Vain Glory 
might Mingle with their other Motives, A Famous Prefident 
of which we meet with in thofe noted Confeffors, who oa 
that account were Favourers of the Novatian Doétrine. But 
were there none of the Preceeding reafons to the contrary, 
yet you cou’d nor affign Vain-Glory as the Motive the Anci- 
ent Chriftians Aéted by, unlets you will allow them all to 
have been Empedoclean Mad-Men, and thence Neceffarily 
Recur to your Hypachondriack Melancholy : an Unhappy Dil 
eale, that generally Dilpoies us to Milgivings and,Defpondency. 
But the Primitive Matyrs rejove’t in Hope, had Confidence 
towards God, aud Verily Believed to fee the gooduefs . the 
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Lordin the Land of the Living. The Hi:tory of the Chnrch 
informs us, that a Divine Power fo wonderfully fupported 
them in the midft of Death, that it confounded their Adver- 
faries, {tartled their Executioners, and made Profolires co the 
Stake and Gibbit. But can we think, that God wou'd fo 
Miraculoufly Efpoufe that effect, which proceeded trom no 
barter caufe thaa Weaknets, Infirmity and Difeafe. We may 
add wichall, chat tho’ Hypecondrizck Melancholy bein a manner 
Epidemical in thefe Northern Climes; yet it is 4 rarity in 
iq thofe Diftant Countrys, where were the Principal Scenes 
of Ancient Martyrdom. we thercfore Conclude, that the 
Vrimitive Martyrs Imitated their Deareft Mafter, that they en- 
durd the Crofs and detpis’d the Shame for the joy, that was 
fet before him 

Q. Will that, which once was mot, Ceafe to be Exiftent ? 

A. Some things Will, and fome will Nor. Of the Latter 
kind is Mav, who is Created ror Eternity. Of the Former 
uvetke Inarimate Creatures, whofe Forms are appointed to 
> Determin’d Period. But as for their Primogenial Matter, 
Conclude nothing concerning it, fince to the Queftion, 
whether an Annihilation fhall Succeed the General Confla- 
gration, we can only fay, who hath known the mind of the 
Lord, or who hath been his Countelor > 

Q. In St. James 5. 14. we Read, & any Sisk among Tou ? 
Let bim cat for the Elders of the Church; And Let them Pray o- 
ver him, Anosnting him with Oyl inthe Name of the Lord. I defire 
to be Inform’d, whether this Hnidion be meant in & Literal, or 
Figurative Acceptation. 

“A. In a Literal undoubtedly. For this was a Ceremony 
Attendant on the Miraculous Gifts of Healing fo Frequently 
beftow’d in the Firft Ages of the Church. And that tt was 
Prefcrib’d by our Blefled Lord himtelt, while Converfant on 
Earth, we may gather flom St. Mark 6. 13. and They 
(Namely the 12 Diiciples, who in the preceeding Vertes had 
Receiv'd Commiffion trom their Mafter to Preach the Gof 
pel) Annointed with Oyl many that were Sick, and Heal. 
edthem. And agreably hereunto Tertullian at the Beginning 
of the Third Century in a Boek to Scapula ( Proconful of Afri- 
ca) acquanits him, or rather Reminds him of a Famous Cure 
Perform’d by one Proculus Torpacio according to this Ceremo- 
ny enjovn'd by the Apoitle. From the Premifes therefore we 
may gather the Vain Impertinence of the Romifh Doftors, 
who from this Text detend their Sacrament of Extream 
Unétion. 

Q. Pray Refolve mee, if sheve be, or ever were fuch Creatures 
ws Faries, and yeu will Oblize your Humble Servant, S. M. 

A. The Opinion of Fartes, has been Afferted by Pliny, and 
feveral Hiftorians, and Arifotle himfelt gave fome Coun- 
tenance to it. whofe words are thefe. t d¥6 row@, we. 
thar is, Hie Locus eft quem Incolunt Pygmei, non eft Fabula, fed 
Pufillua Genus ut Aiunt. wherein Ariftotle Plays the Sophilt, 
For thd by non eft Fabula, he feems at kirft ro Confim it, 
yet coming in at Laft with his, uz Aiust, he fhakes the Beliei, 
he had beiore put upon it. 

Our Society theretore are of Opinion, that Homer was 
the Firft Author of this Conceis, who often us’d Similes, as 
well, to delight the Ear, as to Illuftrate his Matter, and in 
his Third liad, Compares the Trojans to Cranes, when they 
Defcend againfl Faries. 

So that, that which was only a Pleafant Fiction in the 
Fountain, became a folemn Srory in the Stream, and Cur- 
rent ftill among us. 

Q. I have Read in Jude thas Michael Contended with the De. 
vil about the Body of Moles. Pray Inform me of the Reafon of 
their Difpute ? 

A. it is the Opinion of fome, that Mofes was Trantflated, like 
Elijah, into Heaven, and that the Devil contended with Af/- 
chael, that he ought not re be thus Tranflated, in that he had 
been Guiity of Murder in Slaying the Egyptian. But as Mojes’s 
Tranflation has no other dependence than Jewith Tra. 
dition, it is Contrary to Deutrencmy 34. 5, 6. So Moles the 
Servant of the Lord Died in the Land of Moab, according to the 
word of the Lord. And he Buried bim in a Valley in the 
Land of Moab. But fince it Immediately follows, no Man 
knotweth of his Sepulchre to this Day; and the Realon, why 
his Sepulchre was hid, was Probably, left the Jews (a Peo- 
ple exceedingly Proneto Idolatry) fhou’d Worfhip the Body 
of fo Renown’d a Law-Giver, we may therefore not Unrea- 
fonably fippofe, that the Devil wou’d heve Difcover'd the 
Conceal’d Sepulchre, but the Prevented by the Arch-Angel 
Michael, whence might arife that Memoriable Contention 


Mention’d by St. Fude.

Since the Romans look’d upon weir Gods as prefidin 
their Affairs, and fince Sacrifices were the Pri Part 
their Religious Ceremonies, what more natural tham with 
fuch to ufher, in an extraordinary concern. = 
Aste the fecond Minutius Falix tays, that impure Spirits 
lay conceal’d under confecrated Images, infpir'd the Priefts, 
animated the Entrails of the Sacrifices, diretted the flight of 














Birds, ¢e. But then to the enquiry, how Devils cou'd pre 
fignity Events to come, Lafamtius replies, that fince they 
had been God’s Minifters, they had thence a Forefight of his 
future Providences. But as that Eloquent Writer is taken 
notice of by the Learned, for Theologtcal Miftakes, fo we beg 
leave to place this to the account. In aafwer therefore to 
the Queftion we offer thefe Particulars. 

1. As a Wife-man can Forefee many confiderable Events 
by comparing Circumftances, by nicely {canning the pretent 
pofture of Affairs, b obferving the natural tendency of things, 
{o a Devil has the advantage of the profoundeft Stateiman, by 
a more Experienc’d Knowledge, a more Acute Sagaciry, and 
an Inviffble Prefence at the moft Secret Councils. 

2. When the Romans receiv’d aufpiclous Omens from the 
Entrails of their Sacrifices.

3. Their Religious Omens might be frequently impeach d 
of fallacy and deceit from whence St. Cyprian ( that Ex- 
cellent Father ) draws this neceflary Conclafion, that the 
Roman Empire did not owe it’s encreafe to their Superftiti- 
ous Ceremonies, but was determin’d to a certain Period by 
the Providence of God. And as he avers, rhat their Prog. 
nofticarions were precarious Uncertainties, fo he gives us a 
few Memorable Inftances, in Regulus Mancinus, Paulus e/Emi- 
lius, and Caius Cafar. . 

20. by 
which allo be went and preach’d to the Spirits in Prifon, which 
fometimes were difobediens, when once the Long fuffering of Got 
waited inthe days of Noah? 

A. The Relative Which refers to the Spirit in the preceed- 
ing Verfe. And therefore the meaning of the Paffage is, that 
Chrift preach’d to the Antidiluvian World by his Holy Spirit, 
which was in Noa, whom this very Apoftle, in his 1 Epz/t. 
2.2.5. Teltifies to have been a Preacher of Righteouinets. 
And fince thofe Antidiluvians were o very wicked,and thence 
in Bondage to Sin, they may well be faid to be in Prion, 
agreeably to thefe Expreffions in I/siah 61. 12. The Spirit of 
the Lord isupon me to proclaim Liberty to the Captives, and 
the opening of the Prifon to them, that are bound. From 
the Premiles we may gather, how improperly fome have ex- 
pounded'the 5th Article of the Creed, concerning Chrift’s 
Defcent into Hell, by this very Diftant Paflage.

And 
therefore Mofes expre{t himfelf by way ot Prolepfis, or Anti- 
cipation of the time, and meant no more, than that Cain fled 
to that Country, which was afterwards called the Land of 
Nod You again fuppofe, that Cain built the City, as foon 
as arriv’d at the Land of Nod, whereas the very Name of the 
Place, as expounded above, fuppofes him to have wandred 
there for fome time, betore he had fo fettled an abode as a 
City mutt be cllow’d to be. He then might have built the City 
in his old age, when his own Defcendants might have multi- 

‘ied exceedingly, whom therefore he might have employ’d 
inthe building of it.

ry : fince it is enough, that thofe things, which are Reveal'd, 
belong to Us and our Children. But an Happinels Pro- 
greffive to all Eternity, muit fure after Infinite Ages advance 
to fo unimaginable a Proportion, as to feem too great, too 
excefive for a Finite, for a Created Being. 

Q. Divine Apollo, The fokowing Verfe puts me into 4 for¥ of 
Sufpence as to what the Infidelity of the Fews may be imputed. 
He has Llinded their Eyes and harden'd their Heart: That they 
fhould not fee with their Eyes, mor underfiand with their Heart: 
And be Converted and I fhould peal them. goth Verie of the 
y2ch Chapter of St John’s Gojpel. 

A. Tho’ none coud come to the acknowledgment of the 
Truth withouc tne Influence of God’s Holy Spirit, ‘agreable 
to thole Words of our Bleffed Lord, Neo Aftm cam come unto 
ee, unle(s the Father draw him; yet the Unbelieving Jews 
were of fo perverie, fo obftinare a Temper, as to require 

thro’ their own Detault, a more than Common Porson of 
{fo Divine an Influence. But they who abule the Conmon 
Share of Grace allotted them, have no reafon to expect a 
Deuble Portion. Nay, Equitable fure that unexceptionable 
threatning, from Him, that has not (that makes no ufe of 
the Blefling he enjovs ) thall be taken away even that which 
he hath. God is therefore faid to have blinded their Eyes 
(according to the U{ual stile of Scripture ) in chat he was 
not wieassd (and who can impeach his Juftice in the Matter ) 
to afford them juch a plentiful. Effufion of his Spirit, as to 
make them fee, whether they wou'd er no; but rather 
thoughr fit, npon their inexcufeable abufe of what i.e had al- 
readv beftow’d upon them, to deprive them wholly of his 
affilance, to withdraw his Grace, and leave them to their 
impotent, to their wretched felves. And as this gives a So- 
lution to feveral Paffages in Scripture, fo eipecially to chat 
noted one, where God is faid to have Harden’d Pharaob’s 
heart.

God, who was Pre exifteat to all Elements aad Ages of the 

Vorld. : ; 

As our Church in her Cariorts takes notice of turning 
towards the Altar at the Repetition of thé Creed, So whe- 
ther her Children will do fo or no, She leaves it to their 
own Dilcretion.

. A. Tho’ we perfectly agree with you, that Chrift died 
not for the Angels, yet we cannot Subicribe to that Ars 
gument, you ule, namely, becauje shere was no Satisfadi- 
on made for them to she Divine Fujtice. For the Argument 
is nothing elfe than the Propofition orherwile exprett, 
fince to die tor the Angels, and to make Satisfaction for 
them to che Divine Juftice, are terms Equivalent. And 
therefore your reaioning returns to this, Chrift died 
nor tor the Angels, because he died not for them. 

We do not a little wonder, that thote learned Gentle- 
men of Atheas fhou'd profets an Uncertainty in tuch a 
a matter, as is fo plainly reprefented ig the Scriptures,that 
he, who runs, may read. For, that Chrift died not tor 
the Angels, iseither Affirm’d, or Implied in the fucceed- 
ing Texts. 1. We readin 2 Pet. 2.4. God fpar'd nos the 
Aagels thas finn'd, but cat them down to Hell, and deliver'd 
shem into chains of darkne[s, so be referu’d unto Fudgment. 
2. To this exactly correfponds that Paflage in St. Fude, 
The Angels that kepe not their firft Ejtate, bus left their own 
habitation, be hath referv'd in everlafting chains under dark. 
nels, unto the judgment of the great Day. 3. From Heb. 2. 
14. We learn, that Chrift was fo tar from Dying for the 
Angels, that he died oa purpefe to ruin and deftroy 
them. He took part of the fame, that thro’ death he might des 
fircy bim, that had the power of death, shat is, the Devil. 
And this we muft allow, unleis we will fuppote, that 
there was a Diftinction made between the Devil and his 
Angels. In Heb.2. 16.17. We meet with chele Expreffi- 
ons; For verily he took mot on him the natur: of Angels ; but 
he took on him the Seed of Abraham. Wherefore in ald things 
it behoved him to become lize unto bis Breshrem; that he might 
6 merciful and faithful bizh Prieft, in wed pertaiming unto 
God, 10 make reconciliation fer the Sins of the People. Where, 
as the Former Verie ieems to imply, that, as he took not 
onhim the Nature of Angels, fo neither did he Dye for 
Angels ; fo the Import ot the Latter is, that i¢ was Pro- 
per for Chrift to be made like unto Thole, whole Par- 
don he was to purchafe. Whence we gather, that he pur. 
chac’d not the Pardon of Angels, fince he was not made 
like unto them. 

We can no ways imagin, that the faln Angels, while 
in fuch a place of Torment, wou'd not All of them have 
accepred a Releafe upon any terms. Whence it woud 
follow, that they were All refter’d ¢o their firft Eftate. 
But whereas the Apoftle {peaks of Reconciling to him. 
felf things in Heaven, and things on Earth, either this Re- 
conciliation muft be taken in a more General Senfe with 
refpect to the Angg)s, and be tuppos’d toimply no more 
than that, whereas They only were before in Amity with 
Chrift, yet now We and They are united cogether under 
Him : Or Heaven aad Earth, Allufion to an Hebrew Idi- 
om, may impore the whole World: Or Heaven may 
fignity the fews,who before were the only Citizens of the 
New Jerutalem, and Earth the Geatiies, who were Strane 
gers to the God of Ifrael. wit

Whence the Approbation then pronounc’d may belong to 
Both. And this Obfervation has fo fair an Appearance, 
that fome have been thence perfwaded, that this former 
part of the Third Day’s Work belongs to the Second.

Q. Hether the Afirmasion(of ourModern Divines) 
of 4 Middle State carry any Truth init, and 
how the following Scriptures are |uitable to 
fuch a Notion.2Cor. chap. §. ver. 1. 6, 8. 

Where the Apofile is Mafter of (uch a Faith, as to afjure bimfelf, 
that be fhou'd be no fooner abjent from the Body, but be fhould at 
that infiant be prefent with his Lord : And Eccl.12.7 Then fhalt 
the Dujt return to the Earth as it was: But the Spirit te God, 
that gave it, Alfo, Luke 16. 23. Speaking of Dives Death, 
sis Pofitively faid, in Hell he lift up bis Eyes ; many other might 
be added. 

A. We have already given our Opinion of a Middle 
State, or the Notion of a Paradiie pihing from Heaven, 
And in confirmation of our Opinion, we produc’d that 
Text of Yours, of being Abjent from the Body, gc. But 
that Text, of the Spirit's returning to God, that gave it, will 
be of no avail inthe Cale before us, if the Detenders of a 
Middle State fhou’d reply, that the Divinity may difplay 
it felfto the Saints in Paradile, tho’ in lefler Proportions, 
in more Minute Degrees. And as for that Text, in Hell 
he lift up bis Eyes, it cannot be allow’d co have any force, 
hecaule the Middle State concerns only Paradife, and Hea- 
ven. And yet, if ic proceded farther, it ftill might be 
replied, thar “AJS‘ns, which we tranflate Hell, fignifhes tnat 
very Middle State, they wou'd plead for. For they, who 
look upon” Ad‘ns, Or Heli, as the common receptacle of de- 
parted Souls, do yet fuppofea divifien of that common 
Receptacle where the Righteous are Comforted, and the 
Wicked Tormented. 

Q. May Pilate be accus'd of confenting to the Reath of 
Chritft. _ 

A. Can we doubt of this, when the Text exprefly fays, 
he deliver'd him to be Crucifed. °tis true indeed, he Pro- 
nounc’d him Innocent; but theretore Inexcufeable, fince 
in the Court of his own Contcience he muft be thence im- 
pleaded, of Knowingly, ot Willlfully /hedding Innocent Blood. 
We cannot therefore tufficiently Admire ar the Prepofterous 
Behaviour of this Unjut Fudge, who had the Conhdence 
to wath his hands, and declare himfelf Guilrlets of the ve- 
ry Blood, he was going to (pill. But if the Man was fo 
ftrangely Stupid (for it is of the Nature of Sin to Infatu- 
ate the Sinner ) as that his Heart condemn'd him not, God 
was greater than his Heart, and knew all things. For Ven- 
geance evertook him with an Unwelcome Speed ; For ¥i- 
tellins (Governor of Syria ) depos’d him trom his Govern- 
ment, and fent him to Rome to anfwer before Tiberius 
rothe Charges, that were laid againft him. And tho’ 7- 
berius died betore his arrival, yet the guilty Wretch re. 
ceiyd not his Pardon from the New Emqeror; but was 
banith’d by Caligula to Vienna in Gaul, Where, being wea- 
ried ovt withthe Emperor's Perlecutions,he became hisown 
Executioner, and dilparch’d himielf. And as Fudas had 
done the dame before, fo the Betrayer and Condemner of 
our Lord, inCompeniation, asit were, both Betray’d and 
Condem’d themtelves. He, who deliver'd up the Son of 
God, rather than be fufpected as not a Friend to Cafar, 
found an Enemy in Himfelf, andin Cafar too : That very 
Method (O! The Wonders of a Over ruling Providence! ) 
whereby it was his Defign to promote his wellfare, became 
Unfortunately (but Juftly ) the occafion of bis Falling. 

They, fays our Lord to Pilate, they, who delever'd me unto 
thee, have the Greater Sin. Whence we have at once Pilate’s 
Sin plainly intimated to us, and are made acquainted too, 
that Injuftice, when proceeding from Spite and Malice, is 
more Criminal, than when proceeding from any other 
Caufe. And this may fure engage us to put away the old 
Leaven, the Leaven of Malice and Wickedne{s, the Leaven of 
the Pharifees ( as our Saviour calls it) of thofe very Pha- 
rifees, who deliver’d Chrift to Pilate; to put away that 


gld Leaver, and eat the Unleavened Bread of Sincerity and 


Truth. 
Q. Pray, give me vour Opinion, whether thofe, who now die,

2. We know nor, how large will be the Soul’s Portion 
of either Blits or Torment, till that Solemn Day of Final 
Retribution. | 

3- God may think fic Publickly to Juftity his own Pro- 
ceedings, betore he pronounce our Eternal Doom. 

4- God may appoint a day, wherein he will judge the 
World, that he may do it by that Man, whom he has or- 
daind: That his Innocent, his Spotlels Son, who was un- 
juttly Judg'd, unjuftly Condemn’d to die, may in Requi 
tal be remov’d trom che Bar to the Bench ; may from an 
Impleaded Criminal commence a Judge, an Auguit, an 
Univertal Judge, 

J+ Since the mention of the great Audit of the World, 
of eur Appearance before the Judgment Seat of Chrift, 
does commonly affect us in a fenfible, in an unufual man-

Some eminent Philofophers have been fo far from ac- 
know ledging, what you fay, to be a Receiv’d Truth,that 
they have on the Contrary maintain’d the fame Phano- 
menon to proceed from a Reverted Scituation. For when 
askt, why the Sun and Moon appear bigger to the Sight, 
when Near the Horizon, than when in their Meridian,they 
have accounted for the Matterfrom the Denfity of the Air 
between the Eye and the Horizontal Luminaries. For, 
as the Air does more Condenfate near the Surface of the 
Earth (as is Evident from the Noted Experiment of a 
Bladder containing a Certain portion of Air, which con- 
tiaually Rarifies and gradually extends the Bladder, as it 
Is carried from the Foot to the Summit of a Mountain ) 
fo there are a greater quantity of Vapours between the 
Eye and the forelaid Hotizontal Objedts. 

But tho’ Doctor Wallis Confures this Hypothefis, and 
ives another and truer Solution of the Matter, fo Neither 
oes he Eftablifh,what You call a receiv’d Axiom; but on
